However, the current cris- 
is in the -British pound ster- 
ling coupled with our own in- 
flation spiral^, h a ve raised 
questions in the. minds of 
many and should encourage 
some very sober thinking in 
the United States Treasury 
Department concerning the 
condition of the American 
dollar. * 

The "new economics!' 
which have dominated our 
national, fiscal policy in re- 
cent years have resulted in 
planned deficits and the high- 
est internal debt in our his- 
tory. With no apparent in- 
tention of correcting the sit- 
uation, the. only aim seems 
to bo to find new ways to fi- 
nance the growing debt. 
* Long-term ' federal bonds 
within statutory interest lim- 
its arc no longer saleable at 
the maximum allowable in- 
terest of -4 *><;%. This is par- 
ticularly true with inflation 
operating al a rate in excess 
of 4%. Short-term borrow- 
ing from the Federal Reserve 
Hanks is Itself inflationary as 
it merely' results in increas- 
ing bank deposits— or "mone- 
tizing" the debt. ■■ 

And, if this were not 
enough, the problem of our 
international debt poses an 
even more serious dilemma. 
Our balance of payments def- 
icit (excess of capital outflow) 
continues despite " numerous 
artificial harriers •. (i.e. 15% 
interest equalization tax) and 
voluntary restraints.

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Hoover Comments on 
Recent Court Rulings 
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There lias been much 
"w a il 1 n g and gnashing of 
teeth" in some law enforce* 
ment circles lately in re* 
spouse to developments in 
the criminal law, particular* 
ly confessions, Interrogations, 
search and seizure, and var- 
ious rights of the accused. 

Historically, A me r lean 
courts have assumed the re- 
sponsibility of assuring that 
governmental power is not 
, misused to Jnjure the_righta_ 
of individual citizens. . OuT 
courts* arc now committed to 
.exercising supervisory con- 
. trbl over law enforcement 
-through the exclusionary .the- 
ory 'whereby, evidence ob- 
tained in violation of certain 
rules cannot be used in a 
criminal trial. 

Various courts^ have been 
roundly criticized for recent 
.decisions which some review- 
ers say reflect an unjustified 
and' unprecedented concern 
for. the lawbreaker;, for Illog- 
ical, shortsighted judicial pol- 
icies which In effect legislate 
new laws to the detriment. of 
society.* They have been 
charged with handcuffing 
law enforcement by requir- 
ing impossible procedures 
which, it is said, will insure 
the release of the guilty while 
destroying the morale of the 
officer. 

In reply, some critics of 
police declare that unless 
we have tight, restrictive con- 
trol of law enforcement, po- 
lice lawlessness will result. 
The extremes of both views 
tend to cloud .the fact that 
the police and the courts 
should have a common ob- 
jective: to. develop and main- 
tain a system of administer- 
ing criminal justice ' which is 
Jjjjr,Jmpartial, and effective. 
All will agree that this is an 
exceedingly difficult and 
complex task.

Left-Over Spinach 
Can Harm Babies 

Left-over cooked fresh spin- 
ach may do 'baby more harm 
than good, according to a re- 
cent report 'from Germany. 
Physicians there found that 
occasionally spinach has been 
associated with a rare disease 
(methemololinemia) in ba- 
bies fed left-over spinach. 

Apparently, spinach ab- 
sorbs .the chemical, nitrate, 
from fertilizer, and then 
stores large amounts of -it. 
When the/ fresh spinach is 
cooked, and stored for sever-

IDEA 

While it Is not necessary 
to carry automobile liability 
insurance in order to own or 
drive a ear in Illinois, if you 
don't carry such insurance 
and are involved in an ac- 
cident resulting in the death 
or injury of another person 
or property damage of $100 
or more, yoii should be ready 
to post security against the 
possiblily of damage claims 
against you.' 

Tins security can be iirthe 
form of any "acceptable as- 
set", such as a house or other 
property you own,, 

The procedure to be fol- 
lowed in case of an automo- 
bile accident is set forth in 
the "Safety Responsibility 
Law" passed by 'the Illinois 
State Legislature in -1057. 
The I.aw provides: 

1. You must send a com- 
plete report to the State De- 
partment .of Public Works 
and Buildings of any acci- 
dent in which you are involv- 
ed resulting in the death or 
injury of another or property 
damage of $100 or more. 
Failure to file such a report 
within 10 days after the ac- 
cident can result in suspen- 
sion of your driver's license. 

2. Upon receipt ;of the 
report, the Department de-

Public Aid 
Up In June 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 
18— Illihois~Aid~to- 1 Dopond- 
ent Children and General 
Assistance rolls .were re- 
duced in June, following 
the trend in May. The Blind 
Assistance program ' showed 
a slight decline, while both 
Old Age and Disability As- 
sistance caseloads, increased. 

Harold O. Swank, director 
of tiie Illinois Department of 
Public Aid, said an over-all 
decrease of- 1,524 persons 
brought the total, caseload 
down to 307,014 in June, 
compared to 390,438 recip- 
ients in. May. The currejit 
caseload Is 15,320 below the 
June 1065 total of 413,234. 

Public aid expenditures 
rose in June to $26,185,306, 
compared to $26,002,631 in 
May, due. to an Increase In 
the payments for -medical 
services. In. June, the total 
expenditures for public .'aid 
included $3,051,603 paid in 
behalf of 21,553 persons eli- 
gible for medical services 
only under the Medical As- 
sistance program, The May 
figure for medical services 
only was $2,131,527 for 18,- 
405 persons. The June total 
also Included $51,010 in pay- 
ments for medical services 
prior to January 1066, and 
$420,424 for ADC -Foster 
Care, Assistance to the 
Medically Indigent in Chi- 
cago and Cicero, and bur- 
ials, 

Total expenditures in June 
1065 were $24,716,202. .. 

Total expenditures for 
public aid; in Lake County 
for June was $165,138, with 
2,613 persons receiving aid.

Happily, children need no 
longer suffer through a bout 
of measles, with Its possibly 
serious complications, The 
Academy recommends that 
all infants be immunized "by 
the end of the first, year of 
Hfe/' In addition children 
should be "tested" for-tuber--. 
culosfs at between nine .and 
11 month's of age,, annually' 
until four,' and every, two 
years after four. 

Since we Americans nu»ve 
so frequently it would be 
wise to keep a careful record 
of etch' -child's .immuniza- 
tions.

HOW TO SUNBATHE 
SAFELY 

Years a g 0. fashionable 
women went out of their way 
to protect their skin from the 
sun — from wearing broad- 
rimmed hats, to carrying par- 
asols. The pale delicate' skin 
color was definitely vogue. 

Today the picture is re- 
versed. Women now go to 
extremcs-to-turn-that—pale. 
skln lone into a deep bronze 
—even (0 the point of. dam- 
aging their skin. 

Not only can continued 
overexposure to. the sun 
make the skin dry, -leathery 
and wrinkled, but It also can 
cause freckling and brown 
spots, ..especially if you're 
middle-aged. The biggest 
danger, however, is skin 
cancer. 

"The evidence is clear that 
chronic exposure to sunlight 
can be a major factor in the 
:production of precancerous 
and cancerous* conditions of 
the skin," warns the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. 

However, if you're sensi- 
ble about achieving a* tan. 
don't be .alarmed about get- 
ting skin cancer. "Limited" 
exposure to* the sun can be 
quite safe and pleasant. Just 
don't overdo >lt. 

First of all, restrict- your 
exposure to 15 minutes a day 
lor a starter. Then gradual- 
ly increase exposure by five 
minutes each day. 

If possible, sunbathe In 
the morning or late after- 
;noon--\vbon the , sun's, ultra-, 
jviol'el rays are slanted 
through the atmosphere, 
blocking some of the injur- 
ious wave lengths. 

Suntan lotions will prob- 
ably help you acquire a tan, 



especially if they contain a 
sunscreening agent. If your 
skin is dry, use an oily of 
cream lotion. If it's oily, an 
alcoholic lotion is more ef- 
fective, But remember: no 
suntan product can filter out 
ALL the sub's rays, so don't 
rely on them- for complete 
protection from sunburn, 

Since It lakes days for na- 
tural tanning to. reach Us 
peak,, be patient. Once you. 
have acquired it, avoid ait- 
ting in the sun' for hours a', 
any one time. Although the 
increased pigmentation in 
your skin may .protect* you 
from sunburn, the sun's rays 
can still injure your skin. 

If, despite these preventive 
measures,, yon still .encounter 
a sljght bum, chore's how* to 
treat it: 

"Bailie the skin in cool to 
lukewarm water containing a 
cup of cornstarch, oatmeal 
pow'der-or, r bran y 

■'Apply an oily lotion to 
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—contains clusters of poison- 
ous berries that grow abund- 
antly in vacant lots and fre- 
quently in backyards. 

Another berry bush found 
in backyards Is the daphne 
mezoreuuK In the spring 
"tins plant has~whlte or^pur- 
pie flowers that are soon' re- 
placed by sjnall red or yel- 
low berries. It. only, takes a 
few f ,these : berries, which, 
contain an extremely corro- 
sive- poison, to cause a fatal 
reaction in a child. 

Of course,, plant poison- 
ing Isn't restricted to chil- 
dren. Adults encounter It 
loo, especially from, plants 
that,, for the =most part, are 
/good to eat. V ' 

Take rhubarb, for example'. 
While its stalk .is not- toxic, 
its leaves contain oxalic acid 



which— If cooked with the', 
stalk— may cause severe kid- 
ney damage, 

Two of our most "popular j 
vegetable plants, the potato, 
and tomato, are also poten- 
tlalfy-harmfuI,._Aitliotigh the 
tomato fruit. :and the potato 
tuber* are quite harmless, / 
the foliage and Vlnoe of both 
these plants contain alkaloid 
poison; a poison which could, 
cause severe, digestive, upset 
and serious nervous dis- 
orders. 

Safeguard your' family 
from these and other poten- 
tially dangerous plants. The 
next time you prepare foodsy 
picked from the garden*:;, 
wash them thoroughly and 
remove all leaves and foliage 
"carefully before , cooking.
